Dozens of drivers caught performing illegal 
U-turns on the Ml in Northants could face 
prosecution, police say. 

Shocking CCTV footage was released last week 
by Northants Police showing cars, vans and 
even a coach exiting the motorway down the 
wrong way of a slip road to avoid a traffic jam. 

The video, which has since gone viral and 
racked up over 150,000 views on YouTube, was 
recorded just before 9pm on Sunday, July 5, as 
cars approached a queue caused by a serious 
incident at junction 19. 

It then shows dozens of drivers risking their 
lives to escape the traffic by performing illegal 
u-turns and heading the wrong way down the 
junction 18 slip road, and into the direction of 
oncoming traffic. 

PC Dave Lee, from the force’s tactical roads 
policing unit, has slammed the drivers for 
‘behaving ridiculously’. 

He added: “People joining the motorway aren’t 
expecting other vehicles to be coming towards 
them. These drivers were not only putting their 
own lives at risk, they were risking the lives of 


everyone heading down that slip road.” 

Among the vehicles caught on camera was a 
coach, which remarkably managed to pull 
off a three-point turn to exit the car¬ 
riageway. 

It has since emerged that the driv¬ 
er of the Reays coach has resigned 
from his company. 

A spokesperson for the 
Cumbria-based company 
said: “The driver of the coach 
in the video no longer works 
for Reays. He has resigned.” 

“The safety of all our 
passengers is always our 
top priority. The safety 
record of our bus and 
coach services is excel¬ 
lent.” 

Officers at Northants 
Police are now investi¬ 
gating the footage and 
identifying the drivers, 
so that action can be 
taken against those who 
performed the illegal 
U-turns.

Appetite to make a difference 


Lawrence John finds out how 
the Spencer Bridge Foodbank 
is working to help those who 
are caught in poverty 


Finding yourself on the 
bread line and unable to 
buy any food is no laughing 
matter. 

For many they do not 
know who to turn to in this 
time of crisis and feel 
ashamed they cannot even 
buy enough food to feed 
themselves or their chil¬ 
dren. 

One of the agencies who 
can give them hope in their 
darkest hour is Spencer 
Bridge Foodbank. 

Those who find them¬ 
selves walking through 
their doors have been 
referred to them by care 
professionals such as doc¬ 
tors, health visitors, social 
workers, and the Citizens’ 
Advice Bureau. People who 
are considered to be in need 
are issued with a foodbank 
voucher. 

For many there is a stigma 
and a shame of having to 
use the foodbank ^special¬ 


ly when living in the 21st 
century in what we call a 
first world country. 

One of those on hand to 
make people feel at easer 
and provide the food they 
need is Beverley Heighton, 
Food Bank co-ordinator at 
the Spencer Bridge 
Foodbank. 

This foodbank is run by 
Trussed Trust and between 
opening in October 2014 
and up to 31, March 2015 it 
has helped 404 people with 
three days’ emergency food. 

Beverley said: “I do not 
think there has been an 
incremental increase, rath¬ 
er we have now been open 
less than a year and people 
are starting to know we are 
here. More people are find¬ 
ing out about us. We give 
people three days worth of 
nutritious food. 

“They are only allowed to 
use the foodbank three 
times in six months and 



need a new voucher for each 
visit. 

“We know it can be very 
difficult for people, espe¬ 
cially in these financial 
times, which can be very 
challenging for them. 

“The vast majority of peo¬ 
ple only use our service 
once or twice.” 

Beverley gave two exam¬ 
ples of people the foodbank 
has helped. 

There was a man who had 
moved to the area where he 
had a job but had spent his 
money on rent and had 
nothing for food. 


He was given provisions 
and when he got paid he 
sent a thank you card to the 
staff. The other concerned a 
mum who suffered due to a 
power cut which ruined all 
the food in her freezer. 

The foodbank helped her 
in the period before she got 
paid again, so she could 
feed herself and her chil¬ 
dren. 

Tesco customers in the- 
Northampton South Extra 
store recently donated 9,464 
meals during a three day 
collection. 

Spencer Bridge Foodbank 


will use the donated food to 
create emergency food par¬ 
cels containing a three days 
supply of nutritionally-bal¬ 
anced food, which will be 
given to local men, women 
and children in crisis, with 
Tesco adding an extra 30% 
to all customer donations. 

Supermarket collections 
are one of the main ways 
Trussed Trust foodbanks 
are stocked. 

The foodbank is open 
twice a week on a Tuesday 
and Friday. If you want to be

Plucky pensioner 
fought hedge fire

An elderly resident has told 
how he used his own garden 
hose to fight his next door 
neighbours' fire in 
Northampton. 

Alan Kendell, 72, was watch¬ 
ing TV in his lounge in Healey 
Close, Rectory Farm last 
Thursday night when nearby 
residents started banging on 
his door shouting ‘fire’. 

Alan then rushed outside 
in a panic to find a 
row of large con- 
nifer trees up in 
flames in his 
neighbours’ gar¬ 
den, just metres 
away from his 
conservatory. 

The blaze, 

which it is 

believed was ‘delib¬ 
erately’ started, forced 
other nearby residents to rush 
out of their homes as two fire 


crews battled to stop it 
spreading. 

Describing the dramatic 
events, Mr Kendell said: “I 
quickly came out of my house, 
looked down the side and I 
could see the fire roaring. 

“I just panicked. I was 
thinking about so many 
things, worried about the 
neighbours, worried about 
their garden, and also wor¬ 
ried about my own. So I 
quickly got the hose out, ran 
into the garden and saw the 
embers falling down on my 
side of the fence, so I 
kept hosing them 
down. 

Firefighters man¬ 
aged to quickly put 
the fire out, which 
had destroyed the 
row of trees and the 
neighbours’ garden 
shed. 

Alan added: “I just keep 
wondering what could have 
happened - it could’ve spread 
over to mine and destroyed 



my house. It’s so scary to real¬ 
ise just how vulnerable you 
are. You don’t realise it until it 
actually happens.” 

This fire comes just weeks 
after a spate of 20 arson 
attacks hit the towns of 
Higham Ferrers and 
Ithlingborough in just four 
months.

The woman was in Bostock

An article I read told me 
half of households in the 
UK have given up the 
weekly supermarket 
shop. 

This was all down to 
people’s busy lifestyles 
and the rise of local con¬ 
venience stores which 
are driving the change 
in how families shop. 

My own theory of why 
this has happened boils 
down to one product - 
milk. 

In the last 30 years we 
have changed the way 
we get our milk. We used 
to have it delivered to 
our front door by the 
milkman, but when 
supermarkets undercut 
the man in white this 
dynamic changed. 

We went from what I 
would call a British way 
of shopping, having the 
milk delivered to our 
doorstep, to becoming 
American by having to 
go to the store to get our 
milk. We did it to save 
money, to get more milk 
at a cheaper price and so 
our milk buying habits 
changed. 

As the milkman rode 
off into the sunset on his 
electric float, we pushed 
our chariots around the 
supermarket like some 
upwardly mobile 
Romans and got it our¬ 
selves. 

If we have, as this sur¬ 
vey by the Co-op states, 
changed from a weekly 


shop to buying as we did 
in 1965, I think they 
have missed the milk 
factor in all of these 
stats. 

We can never have 
enough milk. It is the 
one thing in the house 
and indeed the fridge we 
fear running out of ,be it 
today or on Christmas 
Day. 

I think as a result of 
how we buy milk this 
has changed the way we 
buy food. We simply 
have to pick it up when 
we are about to run out, 
so why not get those 
other essentials at the 
same time? This is now 
made easier, as the sur¬ 
vey said, with the rise in 
convenience stores, plus 
the supermarkets sell it 
in their petrol stations 
and many stores like 
Tesco are open 24 hours 
a day, from Monday to 
Saturday evening. 

There was a phrase in 
the 1960s which said: 
“As safe as milk” Well we 
all saw how safe that 
was despite it coming in 
glass bottles and having 
a gold top.

The Enterprise Zone in 
Northampton could be expand¬ 
ed. 

New Local Growth and Northern 
Powerhouse Minister, James 
Wharton, visited the zone today 
which he described as a blue¬ 
print, for the rest of the country. 

He used his visit not only to tour 
the Enterprise Zone but to 
announce another round of bid¬ 
ding, which Northampton can be 
part of, to increase the size of the 
zone. 

Speaking at Cosworth in St 
James, Mr Wharton said: “This is 
a new round of bids for towns to 
have an Enterprise Zone or for 
established ones to build and 
grow. What we want to do is 
reproduce the success of 
Northampton’s Enterprise Zone 
in other areas. 

“This zone is one of the best in 
the country and we hope others 
will follow it by getting the sup¬ 
port they need to grow. 

“Northampton’s Enterprise 
Zone has proved itself to be one of 
the best examples and it is great 
they got it right. They worked 
with the local authority, MPs and 
enterprise partnerships to bring 


everything together. 

“So far it has created 1,100 new 
jobs and what we are now saying 
is we will discuss with the 
Treasury the amount of money 
when we see the bids.

Making ice cream for the 
Gallone family is not only a 
generational thing and tra¬ 
dition but it is in their blood. 

The Gallone name has 
been synonymous with ice 
cream making in the town 
for 80 years and next 
Saturday the firm will open 
its second ice cream parlour 
in the town in Abington 
Street.

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Alfie Boe’s blend of classical opera seems 
more comfortable at Delapre Abbey than 
the brash pop-punk of McBusted or the 
direct, modern pop of Jessie J. 

Combined with the idyllic setting of the 
Abbey it would be quite a serene sight 
were it not for the food trucks scattered 
around the arena that somewhat destroy 
the illusion. However, more often than not 
Boe kicked up a storm with electrifying 
covers backed by the might of the 
National Symphony Orchestra. 

Boe’s set often took unexpected turns; 
an impromptu drum battle early on in the 
first half, a spirited cover of Elvis Presley’s 
Suspicious Minds in the encore and Boe’s 
own charismatic personality. 

He made light of those in the “cheap 
seats” - Delapre Abbey’s fatal flaw which 
allows those without tickets to sit outside 
the arena on the overlooking hills - and 
gave a passive crowd, most of which had 
turned up in camping chairs and picnic 
blankets, much needed encouragement to 
get on their feet. 

Annette Wardell, Boe’s support act, 
made several appearances throughout the 
night, notably on a powerful duet with 
Boe on Come What May.

Mitsubishi’s new ASX model 
line-up has that fresh look

Exterior design changes see two- 
tone 18” alloy wheels and more 
dynamic looking wheel arches 
added to the mid and high speci¬ 
fication ASX models which give 
the exterior a fresh new look.

Citroen Cactus 

Take a look inside... 


The stunning C4 Cactus crosso¬ 
ver is resolutely modern but is 
also in some ways a throwback 
to a time when Citroen was 
renowned as a design leader. 

The Citroen C4 Cactus looks 
unlike any other vehicle on the 
roads thanks to its Airbump 
side cladding and a whole host 
of other bold details. Under the 
skin, it’s much the same as a C3, 
which isn’t quite so avant-garde, 
but as a comfortable and simple 
city scoot, it has much to com¬ 
mend it. 

To the cynical eye, it would 
seem that there’s very little new 
in car design. In fact, a common 
refrain with car buyers is that 
many new cars look the same, 
all trending towards a common 
form factor per genre. Citroen 
clearly doesn’t agree. In the past 
it was a company that dared 
to be different and brought us 
quirky, individualistic cars like the 
DS, 2CV, the SM, the CX and the 
BX. Even in later years, Citroen 
showed that it could do things in 
its own way with interesting stuff 
like the Xantia Activa, the C6 
and the C4. Of course, different 
doesn’t always mean better, and 
some of Citroen’s best efforts 
were resounding flops. 

Step forward the C4 Cactus - 


and its timing couldn’t be better. 
Just when crossover vehicles had 
become so popular that they had 
moved from the edgy alternative 
to a family hatch to become the 
most mainstream, boring, subur¬ 
ban choice imaginable, Citroen 
has shaken things up. 

The C4 Cactus might be a 
bit too much for a middle-aged 
school run mum, but I think 
many others are going to find it 
to their liking. 

The Citroen C4 Cactus might 
look as if it’s just driven off a 
motor show stand, but questions 
remain as to how many buyers 
are looking for something quite 
so extreme. 

There’s also the inconvenient 
fact that once you’ve got past 
the flourishes of a stylist’s pen, 
the mechanicals, driving experi¬ 
ence and equipment levels of the 
car are rather average. 

So is this a car that’s all style 
and no substance? Not really. It’s 
hard to argue with something 
that puts a smile on your face 
yet can return fuel consumption 
figures in the nineties. Anything 
that makes frugality a little more 
fun is to be welcomed and there 
ought to be a place for the C4 
Cactus in a congested automo¬ 
tive market.

Please note that all responses received, whether marked Confidential or not, will be passed on in full to the Houses of 
Parliament and their appointed Assessor, who will analyse the responses and make a report to Parliament. That report will 
not contain your personal data. 

Submitting comments to the Secretary of State does not affect the entitlement of persons to make objections to the proposed 
Amendments by depositing a petition in the House of Commons referred to below. 

The Bill has been introduced in the House of Commons as a public Bill. In the House of Commons, by the terms of the 
Order made by that House, objection to the proposed Amendments may be made by depositing a Petition against them in 
the Private Bill Office of the House of Commons not later than the end of the period of four weeks beginning with the day 
on which the first newspaper notice of the Amendments is published. Any such Petititon must therefore be deposited in the 
Private Bill Office of the House of Commons not later than 2pm on Friday 14 August 2015. 

In the House of Lords, objection to the Bill may be made by depositing a Petition against it in the Office of the Clerk of 
the Parliaments, and the latest date for depositing such a petition against the Bill may be subject to an Order made by that 
House or, if no Order is made, will be the tenth day after that on which the Bill receives its First reading in that House. In 
the latter case, if this date is a Sunday, Christmas Day or Bank Holiday, or a day on which the House does not sit, the final 
date for depositing may be postponed.

With Northants forced to follow- 
on 245 runs behind their oppo¬ 
nents after collapsing to 116 all 
out in their first innings in reply to 
the visitors’ 361, the England 
youth international provided ter¬ 
rific resistance even though it was 
eventually in a losing cause. 

Duckett had gone for a golden 
duck first time around but went 
back to the impressive form he has 
shown since being pushed up the 
order to opener with a career-best 
154 off 215 balls including 23 fours. 

It was the 20-year-old’s second 
century in three games in four- 
day cricket, but sadly Northants 
had left themselves too much to 
do and Derbyshire were able to 
chase down a paltry target of 72. 


Duckett said: “Obviously the 
first innings didn’t go my way 
where I nicked off the first ball but 
in the second innings I tried to go 
out there and back myself and it 
paid off. 

“I think it was the most balls I’ve 
ever faced in an innings so far - 
the wicket wasn’t easy and some¬ 
times you had to graft it out. 

“But when I got to three figures, 
I think that was probably the best 
feeling I’ve had - it was definitely 
the best out of the hundreds I have 
scored so far. 

“It’s still a new role for me and 
I’m learning that it’s about getting 
past that new ball, cashing in and 
getting a big score.” 

Duckett has recovered well from 
what has been a difficult week off 
the field in which he was convict¬ 
ed of drink-driving and was 
banned from driving for a year as 
a result. 

Since then he has recorded his 
highest scores in both T20 and 
first-class cricket and is starting 
to develop into one of Northants’ 
most reliable batsmen. 

He said: “What’s gone on off the 


pitch I’m obviously disappointed 
about but as soon as I cross the 
line I don’t think about it and 
strangely enough I’ve played bet¬ 
ter than I have done before. 

“I don’t feel as if it’s focused my 
mind more - I just feel in good 
nick at the moment and I’m trying 
to make it count.” 

His head coach David Ripley is 
impressed with how he has man¬ 
aged to leave his problems behind 
after earlier being left out of the 
county’s pre-season tour of 
Barbados due to fitness concerns. 

Ripley said: “I’m delighted for 
Ben - it’s been a bit of a roller¬ 
coaster season for him. 

“It didn’t start well with some 
problems he had from the winter 
and he responded really well to 
that, got himself in the team and 
scored some runs. 

“He’s had a personal setback 
that he needs to deal with and he’s 
getting some support for that. 

“He needs to learn from that 
obviously but again he’s come out 
and performed really well. 

“He’s in good form and he’s mak¬ 
ing the most of the opportunity 


that he’s getting so I’m really 
pleased for him.” 

Northants are now sixth in 
Division Two of the County 
Championship following the 
defeat, which followed a disap¬ 
pointing reverse against 
Gloucestershire at Cheltenham. 

They have won just two of their 
four day matches this season fol¬ 
lowing relegation from Division 
One last term, drawing on six 
occasions and losing three. 

Red ball cricket now takes a 
back-seat for the county, who will 
return to the longest format of the 
game on August 4 for a clash 
against Kent. 

Instead, they will finish the 
group stages of the NatWest T20 
Blast and play the first six match¬ 
es of the 50 over Royal London 
One Day Cup competition. 

Meanwhile, all rounder David 
Willey has been linked with the 
Wantage Road exit at the end of 
the season - should Northants be 
compensated with £50,000. 

The England ODI capped player 
is said to want to improve his 
chances of a test place. 


Wakely’s delight after

Steelbacks captain Alex Wakely was left 
in awe of the size of the crowd that wit¬ 
nessed their six-wicket victory over the 
Yorkshire Vikings at Wantage Road. 

More than 6,500 fans were shoehorned 
into the ground on Friday night where it 
ended up being standing room only as 
the Steelbacks racked up their seventh 
win in nine north group games in the 
NatWest T20 Blast.

This was a match that Northants con¬ 
trolled from start to finish as they 
restricted Yorkshire to 153-7 from their 
20 overs, giving them a target that they 
chased down with an over to spare. 

Wakely himself laid the foundations 
after the Steelbacks lost Richard Levi 
and losh Cobb in quick succession with a 
steady 46 off 42 balls with Ben Duckett 
also contributing an unbeaten 40. 

Wakely said: “I think we had the game 
under control - we bowled very well and 
we restricted them to a decent target. 

“I think they actually got ten runs too 
many in the end as we didn’t quite exe¬ 
cute our plans because we’ve been good 
in this competition at controlling the 
end of an innings. 

“That’s probably the most complete 
performance we’ve produced in this 
competition because we batted well and 
we bowled well. 

“We could have been slightly better in 
the field but ultimately we’ve been clini¬ 
cal and we’ve talked about this being a 
critical time in the competition so we 
can kick on from here.” 

If Northants were beaten by 
Birmingham yesterday, they have a sec¬ 
ond chance to book their spot in the 
quarter finals at home to Durham lets 
tomorrow.

with Alex Waller increasingly grow¬ 
ing in stature and Corbisiero often 
finding himself on the wrong side of 
the referees’ interpretation at the 
scrum. 

But Cole, who also endured a rare 
injury lay-off last season, is confident 
Corbisiero can impose himself back 
in the England squad before long. 

“It’s tough but for quality players, 
they stay in the game - even when 
you’re injured you have an eye on the 
game and keep up with it,” said the 
28-year-old Leicester Tigers man. 

“The transition is physically tough 
to get back into but you’re not start¬ 
ing afresh. 

“Alex knows how to manage him¬ 
self and he’s played in big games, so 
he’s not started from scratch when 
he’s been back. 

“It may take you a couple of games 
to get back into it, but after that your 
quality shows through. 

“There is some great competition at 
loosehead, you’ve also got two British 


& Irish Lions in there in Mako 
[Vunipola] and Alex, and Matt 
Mullan who’s been very good for 
Wasps this year. 

“There’s that depth there and it’ll be 
really up to these next eight weeks for 
people to really put their hand up and 
take that spot. They’re all good guys, 
they’re all fighting each other, and 
England will all be stronger for it.” 

The current 45-man squad are 
undergoing gruelling high-altitude 
training in Denver in preparation for 
their first warm-up test against 
France on August 15. 

And according to Cole, England will 
be relying on each and every prop to 
anchor their World Cup bid. 

“You look at [reigning champions] 
New Zealand in 2011 and they were 
down to their fourth or fifth fly-half 
by the World Cup final, so you need a 
good squad depth,” he added. 

“Injuries do happen, it’s not going 
to be 15 blokes to win you the World 
Cup, you need the 31-man squad and 


even players outside that. 

“I can remember my first game, the 
first game of the Six Nations in 2010, 
and as time goes on you probably 
become more confident in your abili¬ 
ties. 

“But you never lose the nerves or 
excitement for international rugby, 


every game is unique and you 
remember each one.”

Opinion: Takeover speculation casts a shadow

Tom Reed on the Cobblers’ pre-season form and 
the takeover speculation dominating the club. 

Northampton Town’s fine pre-season form 
stretched to another strong showing against 
higher level opposition as they held 
Championship club Birmingham City to a 
draw on Tuesday night. 

The 2-2 tie with Gary Rowett’s Blues followed 
a narrow 1-0 defeat to Derby County in which 
the Premier League hopefuls could not assert a 
dominance that their league position would 
suggest. 

It’s clear that Cobblers boss Chris Wilder has 
assembled a smart squad at Sixfields yet there 
remains unease, especially with supporters, at 
the progress of the as yet unnamed Indian con¬ 
sortium takeover of the club. 

Nearly a month has passed since chairman 
David Cardoza announced the heads of terms 
agreement with mystery subcontinent buyers, 
leaving rumour to fill the void of information 
coming from the club. 

Speculation on the whereabouts of the 
£12million loan secured by the Borough 
Council to redevelop the stadium and sur¬ 


rounding land inten¬ 
sified after a state¬ 
ment from the 
Northampton Town 
supporters’ trust ask¬ 
ing questions of the 
use of a company 
called First Land to 
handle the building 
works. 

It seems an unusual 
time for the Cardoza 
family to sell their 
interest in the 
Cobblers after finally 
securing the funds 
for a stadium rede¬ 
velopment after 14 
years of aspiration. 

More so, for an 
Indian acquisition at 
a time when the club 
is shouldering such a loan. 

Football takeovers usually happen with 
teams on their knees and they are picked up for 
peanuts. 

The effects of off-field issues on Chris Wilder’s 
side seem minimal and footballers tend to keep 
their heads down as long as they are paid, yet 
we can’t forget the extended period of poor 
form that coincided with the East Stand build¬ 
ing works drawing to a halt last season. 


Wilder’s squad building appears to have 
ceased too as the takeover goes through a due 
diligence process with only goalkeeper Ryan 
Clarke joining the roster in the interim. 

This may explain trialists such as defender 
Rod McDonald, midfielder Paul Corry and 
striker Sam Hoskins being given extensive 
game time in the Cobblers’ off-season run¬ 
outs. 

When Lee Collins left it was explained that 


Wilder was after a pacy left-footed centre-back 
yet the Northampton rearguard remains plod¬ 
ding while the squad retains a sense of the not 
quite complete. 

Cobblers fans will never feel truly content 
without a forward target-man in the mould of 
Steve Howard and there are legitimate con¬ 
cerns over the plans if Ivan Toney is sold or 
ageing hot-shot Marc Richards becomes 
injured. 

But Northampton were up at the top of the 
scoring charts last term and there is a feeling 
that their midfield strength in depth will pre¬ 
sent opportunities to carve open League Two 
opposition in 2015/16. 

The versatile Nicky Adams staked his claim 
for a starting role for the kick-off at Bristol 
Rovers on August 8 with a brace in the afore¬ 
mentioned draw with Birmingham. 

Quick, crafty and industrious, the ex-Bury 
man is as comfortable worrying goalkeepers as 
dropping deep and should prove the sort the 
shoe army take to. 

Elsewhere, midfielder John-Joe O’Toole has 
returned leaner yet retains the aura of a unpre¬ 
dictable moody teenager. 

In any case, the Cobblers could be thrashing 
every opponent in their Indian summer of pre¬ 
season form but without knowing who the new 
owners are it means little in the long run. 

Time will tell if it’s a wealthy contingent of 
industrialists or much aloo about nothing.
